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The prize picture of the 1929 art exhibit at the Lyme Gallery in Old Lyme, 
Conn.iJae a still life by Idward F.Rook,called "Reflections in a Samovarj" was in¬ 
spired by the artist's fascination upon catching his own reflection in a ^zing globe 
in somebody's garden. His umbrella,head,the easel and the landscape behind him were all 
so oddly distorted that he decided to make use of this idea. The picture is distinguished 
and scholarly.lt owes its rich lustre to the fact tlmt its underton^jrds a painting of 
the Borda Sjarden,near Chiernavaca,which the artist decided to scrape off .He arranged the 
objects in this still life at least a hundred times Deforce felt their composition to 
be perfect. 

He ',ma even more fastidious about the grapes."Art is long and the life of a 
grape is short," he can ruefully tell y^u. Thes^pecial muscat ai^ Belgian grapes nec¬ 
essitated endless journeys to New York City,for the artist was constantly scraping them 
out to begin anew. And as he said, "It is with grapes as it is with human beings. If 
one man dies,it is no use saying,'Well I can paint him from his brother.* If there are 
36 grapes in a bunch,a bunch of 37 won't do,and I have to Iwe a new buncii every time 
I make a fresh start.Moreover,the bloom rubs off easily,even when transported in cotton 
wool." Mr.Rook finished the picture,grapes and all,with the last bunch of the season.
